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Builders  at  Belfast  had  not  yet  mastered  the  art  of  making  proper 
«ater-tight  compartments  or  perfect  boilers.  One  of  them  had  explod- 
ed, rippj.ng  out  three  watertight  doors. 

However,  these  had  been  repaired,  and  the  engineer.^  v/anting  to 
make  a  record  run,  had  fired  up  all  the  steam  he  could  and  v;e  were
